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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
application discloses a method and system for communication in a network, A search of prior art 
records fails to disclose a method comprising; "directing the first modem to release a portion of 
communication bandwidth used by the first modem; using the portion of communication 
bandwidth released by the first modem for the second modem to establish simultaneous 
communication over the common master loop between the network node and the first and second 
modems"; or "upon receiving a signal from the network node, releasing a portion of 
communication bandwidth used by the modem for one or more communication terminals 
coupled to the network node via the master loop, wherein the modem releases the portion 
of the communication bandwidth while maintaining a superframe of the communication 
bandwidth" as disclosed in claims 21 and 28, respectively. The prior art also fails to disclose a 
communication system comprising: "means for directing the first modem to release a portion of 
communication bandwidth used by the first modem; means for using the portion of 
communication bandwidth released by the first modem for the second modem to establish 
simultaneous communication over the common master loop between the network node and the 
first and second modems" or a system for operating a modem in a network comprising: "means 
for releasing a portion of communication bandwidth used by the modem, upon receiving a signal 
from the network node, for one or more communication terminals coupled to the network node 
via the master loopy wherein the modem releases the portion of the communication bandwidth 
while maintaining a superframe of the communication bandwidth" as disclosed in claims 32 and 
39, respectively.
